Carl Zapffe, Jr., Brainerd, a jun­ 
ior In the school of mines and 
metallurgy at the 
University of 
Minnesota, was dismissed from the 
institution Saturday after confess­ 
ing he attem pted to pour acid into 
the ballot box at a student elec­ 
tion. 
During the scuffle between Zapffe 
and watchers at the polling place, 
acid was spilled and burned four 
students, two of them seriously. 
The students, all of whose condi­ 
tions were reported “satisfactory," 
were Jacqueline Holleran, Minne­ 
apolis; Howard Meagher, Hopkins; 
Thomas Kachelmacher and Don 
Robertson, Fergus Falls. 
Miss Holleran, who was simply 
passing by the ballot box when the 
struggle over the acid occurred, 
may be scarred for life but doctors 
said it was too early yet to know 
definitely. 
Dean E. E. Nicholson announced 
Zapffe’s dismissal shortly before 
midnight after questioning students 
who Baw the fight which marked 
a climax to disorders at student 
elections. The balloting was the 
second in the arts college. During 
the first election earlier this week 
a group of masked students stole 
the ballot box and supposedly threw 
it in the Mississippi river. 
Dean Nicholson said Zapffe had 
expressed regret that the students 
had been burned by the sulphuric 
acid and potasium bichlorate which 
was intended only to char the bal­ 
lots. The dean said action would

Percy Rockefeller and Fred Fisher, 
and the astuteness of M. J. Mee­ 
han, broker, were unable to make 
money for an Anaconda copper 
pool formed in 1929. Thomas E, 
Bragg told the committee investi­ 
gating the alleged bear raids on 
the New York exchange. 
“I lost about $400,000.” Bragg tes­ 
tified Saturday and then casually 
added that he and some associates 
—men supposedly able to shape the 
m arket to suit their own desires— 
dropped another $20,000 each in a 
Lima Locomotive pool. 
Bragg, called after Rockefeller 
testified Friday concerning “terri­ 
fic” m arket losses, appeared today 
after he had been reported by sub­ 
poena server* as being missing. 
He said the Raskob pool bought, 
90,000 shares of Anaconda Copper 
In 1929—the height of the bull mar­ 
ket—at $170 a share. 
“The stock went down,” Bragg 
said, “and I cmae back from Flo­ 
rida and sold about 50,000 shares.

COOPERATION OFFICIAL UNOFFICIAL AGENCIES— 


In a report recently submitted to 
Congress, 
Surgeon 
general H. S. Cumming enumerates the various cooperative ac- 
vivities of the Public Health Service with official and unofficial 
Agencies. These cooperative activities are numerous and varied. 
The report brings out that the Public Health Service has con- 
inued its extensive cooperation with other public health agen­ 
cies, international, State, and local, as well as with private and 
voluntary organizations. 
In certain instances these cooperative 
activities are required by law, while in other cases they are cen­ 
tered essential for proper public health administration. 
An interesting example of the form which such coopera- 
lon may take is indicated by the fact that the Board of Parole 
of the Department of Justice requested assistance from the Public 
Health Service in the preparation of a plan for additional treats 
ment for discharged or paroled prisoners who were suffering 
from venereal diseases. 
The Public Health Service prepared 
and submitted a plan, which was designed to safeguard the public 
in the case of prisoners who were eligible for release or parole, 
’nit who were in the infectious stage of a venereal disease. 
Hie record of the cooperative work between the Public 
health Service and the various other official agencies and un­ 
official agencies includes every department of the Federal gov­ 
ernment id many voluntary and educational institutions. 
An­ 
ither inte. .sting example is the cooperative work of the Public 
Health Ser .ice with the Department of Commerce in the matter 
if standardizing procedures and administering regulations per- 
aining to aircraft arriving in the United States from foreign 
countries. 
Persons arriving in the United States in this manner 
must undergo the quarantine an dhealth inspections just as do 
those who arrive by means of maritime craft. 
There was also extensive cooperation with the various 
State and local heal.h authorities; and through the vast cooper­ 
ative activities of the Public Health Service much important 
work in the interest of public health has been accomplished. 


POWER WONT CLICK— 


It was Al Smith—as astute a public man as has appeared 
in the United States for many years—who said that power would 
not be a dominant political issue. 
He said it some time ago, but it is worth repeating. 
“ I 
found in New York,” he commented, “that power was the one 
thing I put my hand to that I could not arouse the people over. 
It is too intricate, and few understand what it is all about. 
I 
even found it necessary in New York to explain what the world 
‘horsepower* means, whenever I made speeches on the subject.” 
In other words, Governor Smith, whose special ability 
lies in dramatizing political issues, could not dramatize power. 
The stuff is simply not in it. 
In spite of those Senators who 
tear their hair about it and say that all other issues are “blinds” 
to hide the real issue of power, the people won’t get excited. 
Indeed, there is good grounds for believing that even 
those who can understand it, and can define “horsepower” for 
themselves, will refuse to treat it as a major issue-—there are so 
many things in the average home that are more pressing than an 
electric bill which represents about one per cent of the family 
budget. The cost of food, clothing, rent, recreation and—above 
all— the cost of government, come to much more impressive 
totals. The dollar we spend for electric service brings us more, 
perhaps, in comfort, convenience and happy living, than the 
Jollar we spend on any other househol dnecessity. 
Power will still be an issue in certain municipal, county 
and even state elections. But it won’t play a brilliant role in the 
presidential battle of 1932—or in that of 1936. 
Few public 
men possess Governor Smith’s color and gift for argument— 
id if he couldn’t make power click, nobody can. 


0ADS IN 1932— 


The nation’s road plans call for an expenditure of $1,- 
>3,000,000 during this year. 
Of the amount, $882,000,000 is the probable expendi- 
iie by stat** highway departments, with $471,000,000 the 
lare of local authorities. 
The state departments plan to con- 
ruct 36,000 miles of road, of which 8,800 miles will be high 
ype, such as asphalt, concrete and brick, and 17,500 will be 
iand-clay, macadam and gravel. 
Of the state appropriations, 
>568,000,000 will be available for new road and bridge con­ 
struction, and the balance will go for reconstruction and maint­ 
enance, interest on highway bonds and similar purposes. 
It is t obe hoped that a fair proportion of the money will 
_>e spent in rural and farming localities. There is, of course, no 
end t othe need for more and better main highways— but this 
need, in most states, is not nearly so great as the need for year- 
round, long-wearing secondary roads. 
The farmer, as a class, 
stilt1 finds himself buried in mud, so far as motor transport is 
concerned, during bad weather. 
There are still a number of 
months each year when to drive between his home and the out­ 
side wor’d is wholly or next to impossible. The states have no 
greater city than to remedy this condition by wise allocation of 
road funds between main highways and secondary roads.
